many Chriſtians there are 

(if ſuch as they deſerve the 
Name ct Chriſtians) who come 
not to Church ar all, or very 
ſeldom, to pay that public Duty 
and Worſhip to Gop, which our 
Religion calls for, and the Laws 
of our Country enjoin. And 
even of thoſe who do come, we 
find too many behaving them- 
{elves in ſuch a careleſs Manner, 
as if the worſhip of Gop were 
either not their Buſineſs there, or 
not worth minding. Some ft 
all che Time of Prayers; or put 
themſelves into ſuch other lazy 
and irreverent Poſtures, as ſhew 
ſofficiently they have no Senſe of 
what they ſhould be doing, nor 
any Awe or Reverence of the 
glorious Being they come to ad- 
areſs, Others lay themſelves to 
ſeep, or trifle away their Time 
in thinking of their worldly At- 
"Urs. Others gaze and ſtare 
«bout upon the Congregation, 
or keep talking and whiſpering 
ith their Neighbours; and this 


I is grievous to conſider how 


is eſpecially obſervable while the 
Leſſons are reading; as if the 
Holy Scriptures, though given 
by Inſpiration of Gon, were not 
always to be heard, marked, 
learned, and inwardly digeſted, 
that ſo they may anſwer the 
Ends for which they were writ- 
ten, and become profitable for 
Doctrine, for Reproof, for Cor- 
rection, for Inſtruction in Rigbte- 
ouſneſs, or in one word, good 
to theUſe of Edifying, 1 Tim. iii. 
16. With regard to ſuch cold 
and careleſs Worſhippers, we 
may apply to the Church what 
Jacob laid of Bethel: Surely the 
Lord is in this place, and they 
know it not. They do not con- 
ſider, that they are in the im- 
mediate Preſence of Gop, and 

that by ſuch a Behaviour they 
affront him to his Face, while 
they ſhould be devoutly attend- 


ing to his Word, or praying to 


Him. 

Others there are, who do in- 
deed ſhew fome Inelination to 
mind the Prayers, and all the 
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reſt of the Service; but they do 
it with ſo much Ignorance, 
Diſtraction, or Confuſion, as 
diſcover that they do nat rightly 
underſtand the Difference be- 
tween one Part of the Service 
and another; or conſider, that 
ſome are Prayers, ſome Praiſes 
and T hanksgivings, ſome public 
Profeſſions of the Chriſtian Faith, 
and ſome no more than Inſtruc- 
tions, Commands, or Exhortations 
to the People. We often find 
them repeating after the Miniſ- 


ter what he alone ſhould ſpeak, 


and they ſhould only hearken 
to. They are alſo apt, when 
they join in the Prayers, to ſay 
them after him ſo loud, as muſt 
needs be troubleſome, and diſ- 
turb thoſe that are near them. 
Now that ſuch well-diſpoſed 
Perſons may be taught how to 
order their Devotions better, 
and to worſhip Gop not only 


with the Spirit, but with the Un- 


dierſtanding too, the following 


Directions are earneſtly recom- 
mended to their Conſideration 
and ce 

Firſt then, Have a conſcien- 
tious regard to this Advice of So- 
lomon, (to whom Gop gave a 
wiſe and underſtanding Heart ) 
Keep thy Foot when thou poeſt to 
the Houſe of God ; and ſo look 
to every Step you take in your 
Approach to 1t, that you come 
into his more immediate Preſence 
with ſuch Contemplations, Me- 
citations, and Reflections in your 


4 Directions for a devout and decent 


Mind, as will lift up your Soul 
unto him, under an awful and 
Juſt Senſe of his divine Majeſty 
and Perfections; and with that 
humble and contrite Spirit, which 
dependent Creatures and miſer- 
able Sinners ought to have. Re- 
member, that ſince Gop is a 
Spirit, your Worſhip of Him 
muſt be ſpiritual and reaſonable, 
ſincere and pure. It muſt flow 
from a divine and heavenly 
Frame of Mind. But yet, as 
the whole Man conſiſts of Boay 
and Soul together, you mult 
glorify Him in beth ;, (1 Cor. vi. 
20.) and, conlidering their na- 
tural Union and Sympathy, you 
muſt take ſuch Heed to every 
Geſture and Poſture of your 
Body, as that they may be 
ſuch as will beſt expreſs your 
Humility, Reverence and Ear- 
neſtneſs, and keep up fuitable 
Thoughts and Affections in 
your Soul. Particularly, you 
will, I believe, hence think, 
that a kneeling Poſture 15 moſt 
proper; being that which Na- 
ture ſeems to dictate in folemn 
Adorations and humble Con- 
feſſions, without this expreſs 
Call for it from the inſpired 
Pfalmiſt, , P/al. xcv. 6. O come, 
let us worſhip, and fall down, and 
kneel before the Lordo our Maker. 
But, 
Secondly, If you are TO pre- 
ared to worſhip Gop in Spirit 
and in Truth, you will then be 
ſure to go ſo early to his Houle, 
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as to be there at the very be- chtward Demeanorof your Body; 
ginning of the Service: Since be ſuch as becometh not only 


the ſame Obligation hes upon 
you to attend every Parc of his 
public Worſhip, as to come to 
Church at all. For if you miſs 
the Beginning of it, you loſe 
the Opportunity of Confeſſing 
your Sins, and the Comfort of 
hearing your Pardon declared 
and pronounced to you there- 
upon. Beſide that, by coming 
late, you diſturb the Congrega- 
tion to make Way for you. 
Take Care allo not to leave the 
Church, without great Neceſ- 
ſity, till after the Miniſter has 
given the Bleſſing, that concludes 
the whole Service; for if you 
g0 out before, you will ſeem to 
deſpiſe the Bleſing; and if you 
do ſo, you cannot expect the 
Grace and Peace of Gop ſhould 
go along with you. Bur, 
Thirdly, Having, as ſoon as 

you can, gotten a convenient Op- 
portunity after your Entrance 
into the Church, fall down upon 
your Knees 1n private Prayer to 
Gop, for the Aſſiſtance of his 
Spirit in thoſe ſolemn Duties of 
Religion you come to perform. 
You will behave as in his Sight; 
you will look upon Him as ob- 
ſerving what you think, as well 
as what you /ay and do: and 
take Care all the while you are 
at Church, that the inward Diſ- 
poſitions of your Soul, and the 


the Holineſs and Worſhip of his 
Houſe, but his more immediate 
Preſence. | 

In Prayer, you will fix yout᷑ 
Though:s wholly upon Gopz 
who alone heareth Prayer ; you 
will diſengage your Mind from 
all worldly Concerns ; you will 
keep your Eyes from wander- 
ing, and your Lips from diſturb- 
ing others in their Devotions. 

In Thanksgtving, imprint upon 
your Heart, a juſt and lively 
Senſe of Go D's Goodneſs and 
Loving-kindneſsta yourſelf and 
to all Men; ſince you will then 


feel how joyful and pleaſant a 


Thing it is to be thankful, Plalm 
cxlvii. 1. 1 

In Hearing of God's Word, 
(whether it be read or preached) 
be not only attentive to it, but 
inwardly digeſt it, by applying 
to your own Conſcience its ge- 
neral Admonitions, Reproofs, 
or Exhortations; and by trea- 
ſuring up in your Memory its 
Precepts and Examples, its Pro- 
miſes and Threatenings, for the 
conſtant and right ordering of 
your Converſation. 

In Singing Pſalms; let your 
Underſtanding and Spirit direct 
and govern the Melody of your 
Voice, that ſo your Heart may be 
no leſs filled with Grace; than 
your Tongue with Joy“. And,

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Laftly, In Receiving the Sa- 
crament of the Lord's Supper, 
remember always the exceedin 
great Love of our Maſter, and 
only Saviour in dying for us, 
and the innumerable Benefits 
which by his precious Blood- 
ſhedding He hath obtained to 
us. For you will then at all 
Times draw near to receive it 
with Faith, with a penitent and 
obedient Heart, in Love and 
Charity with all Mankind, and 
with a determined Reſolution to 
forſake thoſe Sins which brought 
Him even to the Death upon the 
Croſs; which will likewiſe en- 

age you to ferve him in true 
olineſs and Righteouſneſs all 
the Days of your Life. 


But befides theſe general Di- 
rections for the Public Worfrip 
of Go, there are others, which 
particularly concern a devout 
and proper Uſe of the Book of 
Common Prayer, appointed by 
the Charch of England ; and 
which will require your imme- 
diate Attention ro the Nature 
and Order of every Part in that 
Service. 

Now the firſt Thing done by 
the Miniſter, is to read me Sen- 

x tences out of the Holy 
or „ Scriptures. Hearken 
= diligently to theſe; 
and conſider them as ſpoken by 
the Jaſpiration or Command 9 
Go himſelf at firſt, and now re-

peated by his Miniſter, to put 


you in mind of ſomething which 
He would have you believe or 
do. For they are all ſuch Sen- 
tences as not only bring our Sins 
againſt Him to our Remem- 
brance; but alſo his Promiſes 
of Pardon and Forgivenefls, it 
we do repent : that ſo we may 
worſhip him with that Reve- 
rence and godly Fear, which be- 
comes thoſe who are ſenſible of 
their own Sinfulneſs and Unwor- 
thineſs to approach his divine 
Majeſty; and likewiſe, with 
that Faith and humble Confi- 
dence which becomes thoſe, who 
believe that upon our Repent- 
ance He will pardon and accept 
us, according to his Promiſes. 
Then follows a ſolemn Ex-

while this is read- ,. . 
ing (which is the : 
Miniſter's Part alone, and not 
to be repeated after him by the 
Congregation) take particular 
Notice of every Word and Ex- 
preſſion in it, as contrived on 
purpoſe to prepare you for the 
Worſhip of Gop, by poſſeſſing 
your Minds with a due Senſe of 
his ſpecial Preſence, and of the 
great End of your coming be- 
fore Him at this Time; which 
will no doubt compoſe your 
Thoughts for that Part of the 
Service which follows next; I 


Fa mean, an humble Confe/ron of 


your Sins.

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But here, while you are 


1 confeſſing to G o D 
Confeſſion with your Mouth, 
and repeating Sen- perſ 


tence by Sentence after the Mi- 
niſter, be ſure to do the ſame in 
your Heart; calling to Mind 
as many as you can of thoſe 
particular Sins which you have 
been guilty of; either by doing 
what you ought not to do, or not 
doing what you ought ; ſo as to 
be heartily ſorry for them, and 
ſtedfaſtly to reſolve againſt them 
for the Time to come; implor- 
ing his Mercy in the Pardon of 
them, and his Grace, that from 
henceforward you may entirely 
forſake them, and bring forth 


the Fruits of an unfeigned Re- 


pentance. 
The Confeſſion ended, and you 
continuing upon your Knees, 
the Miniſter ſtands 
Ace. VP» and in "the 
Name of G o Þ de- 
clares and pronounces Pardon 
and Forgivenels to all that truly 
repent, and unteignedly believe 
his holy Goſpel. — But while the 
Abſolution is thus pronouncing,

ſelf among the reſt. And in 
doing this you /tand up; not 
only to ſignify, but to forward 
the lifting up of your Mind at 
the ſame Time. For as on the 
one Hand, if our Souls be really 
lifted up to contemplate and 

raiſe Gor, our Bodies will na- 
turally riſe in that erect Poſture 
which is natural to, and moſt 
becometh Man; ſo on the other 
Hand, the railing up of our Bo- 
dies helps towards the raiſing up 
of our Souls too, by putting us 
in mind of that high and hea- 
venly Work we are about;

live accordingly. 

As ſoon as the Firſt Leſſon i is 
read, and again after the Second, 
we renew our de- 
vout Praiſes to Gop 
in certain Zymns ap- 
pointed for that Pur- 
poſe. And then with 
one Heart and Voice we all re- 
peat the Apoſtles Creed, or that 
of St Athang/ius, upon the Days 
our Church has ordered it, to 
ſignify and declare our Aſſent 
to, and firm Belief of the whole 
Scriptures, but eſpecially of the 
Goſpel of Chriſt, Many igno- 
rant People ſeem to take the 
Creed to be a Prayer, and re- 
peat it as ſuch ; which is a very 
groſs Miſtake: It is not a 
Prayer, bur only a folemn Ac- 
knowledgment and Profeſſion of 
our Faith, or what we do believe 
as Chriſtians. And by repeat-

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ing it here, we do in the Face 
of the Congregation profeſs our- 
ſelves to continue in the Num- 
ber of Chriſt's Diſciples; and 
that as we were at firſt baptized, 
ſo we ſtill believe in the Name 4 
of the Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghoſt, one Gop bleſſed for 
ever. And this allo we do 
ſanding, to ſignify our Readi- | 
neſs to defend this Faith to the 
utmoſt of our Power, againſt all 
Oppoſition whatſoever. Be ſure 
therefore, that you really be- 
lieve every Article as you pro- 
nounce it, that you be not found 
Diſſemblers and Hypocrites in 
the Sight of Goo: And when 
you ſtand uptorepeat the Creed, 
let it be your ſerious Purpoſe to 
continue in that good Profeſſion, 
and to ſtand by it, and bold it faſt 
without wavering, Heb. x. 23. 
under all Perſecutions, if you 
ſhall be called at any Time to 
ſuffer for it. 
The next Thing we do is to 
make known our Wants, and 
reſent our Petitions | 
a God.

See therefore, that as you come 
to Church to pray to God, you 
do it in that awful, lowly, and 
ſolemn Manner which becomes 
Creatures, when you ſpeak to 
your Great and Almighty Cre- 
ator. And although you ought 
not to repeat the Prayers aloud, 
to the Diſturbance of other Peo- 
ple, yet you muſt repeat them 
in your Hearts; your Minds ac- 
companying the Miniſter from 
one Prayer tothe other, and from 
one Part of each Prayer to the 
other, all along, with Aﬀections 
ſuitable to the Matter ſoundi 

in your Ears; humbly adoring 
and admiring Gop, according 
to the Names, Properties, and 
Works which are attributed ro 
Him at the Beginning of each 
Prayer, earneſtly defiring the 
good Things which were aſked 
of Him in the Body of it, for 
yourſelves or others; and ſted- 
faſtly believing in the Merits 
and Interceſſion of Jeſus Chriſt 
for your obtaining of them, 
when He is named, as He is at 
the End of every Prayer, except 
that of St Chry/oſtom, becauſe 
that is directed immediately to 
Chriſt himſelf. At the Con- 
cluſion of every Collect alſo, 
you are to teſtify your ſincere
